Nom a 	SECTION 1. The commissioner of emigration shall keep 
maissioner. 	an office in the city of New York, from the first day of May 

1583, to the first day of May, 1854, at a convenient place 
in said city, and keep the same open during the usual 
business hours, to distribute free of expense, to the emi-
grants, pamphlets in their respective languages, containing 
a description of the state, to give the emigrant information 
in relation to the soil and climate of the state, the branches 
of business pursued therein, and the cheapest and most 
expeditious routes to reach the same ; to keep up a corres-
pondence with some of the most extensively circulated 
newspapers in Europe, wherein a detailed description of the 
natural advantages of the state of Wisconsin shall be given, 
relating to agriculture, mining, manufacturing, mechanical 
purposes ; to protect emigrants as tar as practicable, against 
imposition ; to report the number of emigrants sent to the 
state, their nationality and business, and to employ such 
assistants, and send them to other cities, to establish and 
open offices, and discontinue the same as it may be expe-
dient. 

SEC. 2. The commissioner of emigration shall receive 
an annual salary of fifteen hundred dollars, to be paid 
quarterly by the state treasurer, in the same manner as the 
salaries of other state officers are paid.
